August Gutzloe, Old Gardener, 
Goes to Chicago Avenue 
Station to Complain 
of Smoke. 


THROWN INTO A CELL. 


Then Justice Mayer Continues 
‘Case’? and Man Is Held in 
Jail Till Friends Seek 
Him Out. 


Thrown into a filthy cell at the East Chi- 
cago avenue police station and denied a 
chance to communicate with his friends be- 
cause he had incurred the ill will of a desk 
sergeant, Auguat Gutzloe, an aged gardener, 
well known to all residents in the neighbor- 
hood of the “‘ Water Tower.” ‘was discovered 
yesterday merning by chance and reieased 
from the county jail-through the efforts of 
one of his customers. 

It all came about because he wore overalls 
and a jumper and looked like a “ poor work- 
ing man’ when he went to the police station 
to complain of a nuisance in his neighbor- 
hood. ! 

Sergeant Mistakes Him. 

Desk Sergeant Jeremiah Carey was not 
aware that the cheap garments were worn 
by the graduate of a German university, a 
Latin and Greek scholar, a botanist of rare 
attainments, and a man of means who en- 
joys the patronage of many residents of the 
Twenty-first ward. 

He supposed that he was sending into the 
cells below a man without any money or 
friends—a hobo. Justice Theodore C. Mayer, 
when the case was brought before him later, 
continued it for several days. He was not 
impressed either with Gutzloes story or his 
clothes. So the German gardener was taken 
to jail, where his presence was later dis- 
covered by Mrs. F. A. Leusman, wife of a 
physician living at 270 Huron street, who 
purchases vegetables and flowers from him 
reguiarly. Mrs. Leusman was obliged to go 
to Chief Collins office before she could obtain 
any satisfaction from the police department. 


Old Resident of Chicago. 

Gutzloe, who is over 60 years of age, has 
lived in Chicago since before the fire and 
has laid out some of the best known gar- 
dene in the city as well as the grounds of 
several country clubs. He was graduated 
from the University of Bonn, making 8 
specialty of agriculture and horticulture, 
was superintendent of one of the government 
farms and an officer in the Prussian army 
before he came to this country in 1865. For 
the last twelve years he has cultivated an 
acre and a half of ground at the eastern 
limits of Chicago avenue. He raises al) 
kinds of vegetables in season and rare va- 
rieties of flowers which are In: demand by 
residents of tht part of the north sides 


Complains of Smoke Nuisance. 

“ Monday morning,” said he, “‘ I went down 
to the East Chicago avenue station to com- 
plain of smoke that was annoying the neigh- 
borhood. It came from the refuse heaps set 
on fire by the artillerymen from Fort Sheri- 
dan who camped near here, in Streeterville, 
Sunday night. Ald. Foehl, to whom I had 
spoken regarding similar nuisances emanat- 
ing from rubbish heaps, had told me to com- 
plain whenever necessary. I thought I could 
get an order from the department to the 
engine cempany of the neighborhood to turn 
a hose on the fire. The smoke was stifling 
and the odor exceedingly unpleasant. 

‘* There is no smoke,’’ the desk sergeant 
said. when I had related my story. ‘ Youare 
a kicker. Better go home and mind your busi- 
Don’t come here with that kind ofa 

The @moke won't hurt you.’ 

‘‘* But the smoke,’ I answered, ‘is coming 
in at our windows. It is unbearable. Iam 
complaining in behalf of other residents,’ 

‘* Get out of here!’ he shouted, after I had 
remonstrated in a civil way.’ 

“*Tamacitizen. You are bound to recelve 
this complaint,’ I answered. 

Thrown Into Foul Cell. 

“ With that he came from behind the desk, 
grasped me by the collar, and, shouting ‘ It’s 
you to the cells!’ dragged me downstairs 
and locked me up. 

‘Have you ever seen the cells at Chicago 
They are filthy. An open sewer 
runs through one enc. The odor from it fs 
nauseating. It is unhealthy. I was thrown 
in with three or four foul smelling drunkards. 

“Then I was taken before the police jus- 
tice. I was confused. I could not hear well. 
I am not the best qualified to express myself 
in English, although my knowledge of Latin 
enables me to understand the derivation of 
many words. The desk sergeant whispered 
something to the justice, who nodded his 
head. I tried to explain. They would not 
listen. They ordered me to sign some paper 
(a jury waiver). Without my glasses I 
could not read it. I asked the justice if I 
could sign it. I told him I had no- lawyer. 
He said it was allright. What had 1 done? 
I did not know. There wasnocharge. 


“Shove Meat at Me.’’ 

“ Then, just as I supposed I was to be liber- 
ated I was forced back into that filthy cell 
with the miserable prisoners. At noen they 
shoved through the bars small pieces of meat. 
‘Grab it! the jailer shouted, as though 
speaking to a dog. ButI could noteat. Then 
at 5 o’¢lock they came for me again. I 
thought surely I was to be released. No. I 
was taken this time to the county jall 

‘Before I left the police cell 1 had tried 
again and again—and begged and offered 
money to get some word to my attorneys. 
No one would listen to me. 

“'This morning, when I had about given 
up hope—for you understand no one knew 
where I had disappeared to-—I was informed 
that I was at liberty. Then for the first 
time I learned that Mrs. Leusmen had gone 
on my bond. She had gone to the garden 
to buy some vegetables. My man did not 
know where I was, so this good woman, 
thinking I had met with some accident, went 


to the Chicago avenue station. 
‘They told her I had been arrested for

There she was informed I 
had been sent to the county jail for aspault- 
ing a soidier. She hurried over to the jail 
and went on my bond for $200.”’

All the World Will Go to See the Kids 
Get a Scrubbing. 


New York, July 17.—[Special.J—Like @ 
great inflated: balloon tugging at its cables, 
Berkeley Lyceum twisted, tossed, and pulled 


+ at its foundations from 8 o’clock tonight until 


some time near midnight, during which ime 
the building was filled to overflowing by 
young Mr. Upton Sinclair and from thirty 
to fifty lady and gentleman socialists who 
had come together to discuss the brilliant 
young author's new home colony scheme. The 
principal object of the meeting, young Mr. 
Sinclair explained early in the performance, 
was to formulate plans for building a colony 
of ‘“cotperative undertakings ’ where the 
socialists may live without the constant an- 
noyance of associating with the commonrun 
of nerve racking humanity. 

“What we want,”’ said young Mr. Sinclair, 
“ig a place outside of New York for rearing 
children cotperatively, such as the ordinary 
person cannot now obtain.” 

Young Mr. Sinclair, who was becomingly 
dressed in a gray creation, appeared prompt- 
ly at 8 o'clock on the stage formerly occu- 
pied by Mrs, Osborn’s “ Frocks and Frills "’ 
company? He was accompanied by a secre- 
tary with a handkerchief draped gracefully 
around his neck, who advanced to the left of 
the stage and unlimbered a fountain pen 
while young Mr. Sinclair walked toward the 
spotlight and opened a black leather satchel 
filled with thought. 


Sinclair Only Fount of Wisdom. 

All in front of the young author were so0- 
clalists. All around the side lineg and in the 
balcony were the hopelessly depraved, who 
had braved the hot air to see socialists social- 
isting. Collars on the side lines were “ aD 
in ’’ Jong before the balloon got half way up. 
Nevertheless the low browed mockers al! said 
it was worth it, that they had spent a pleas- 
ant evening. 

* T have been forced into this business, be- 
ing a business man,"’ began young Mr. Sin- 
clair in a pleasing tenor, “ and this business 
forced me into making a speech, which I 
hope you will excuse. I have looked forward 
with a great deal of interest to see you come 
to me tonight for information I alone posgess, 
I alone have the information you seek. I 
alone possess the magic key. I alone can 
tell you what you are, what you want, when 
and how you want it.”’ 

Sinclair paused to wipe His brow. 

“ My idea in this thing,’’ he resumed im- 
pressively, “is to find a way to raise a little 
boy.” [Applause and happy laughter from 
side lines.) 

“In my hand hefe,"’ resumed the young 
mah, “I hold your answers to a list of 
printed questions asking for ideas about 
the new socialistic village.” 

He raised a bundle of written thought alort 
while the sheets of paper crackled in the heat 
near the top of the balloon. 

‘* Here are personalities I hold in my hand.” 


One Wicked Packer Applies. 

“tT am astonished at the numrber of an- 
swers.”’ the young man continued “about 
the proposed village—answers from a large 
number of professional people who you would 
not think needed it. Four literary men have 
written answers, two editors, four physi- 
clans, one clergyman, three managers, one 
teacher of the blind, clerks, architects, stu- 
dents, artists and—and one packer” (wild 
cheering from the low brows);

For of all thoge 
from whom I received replies as to whether 
or no they wished to have their children 
raised this way, only one answered no.”’ 


Enthusiasm of Correspondents. 


Two persons, he said, had written him that 
they would like to start in with ten families, 
but others, carried away with enthusiasm, 
had written they wanted to begin things with 
100 families at the least. Some were of the 


opinion that one hour from New York was 


good and plenty. ‘“‘ And five,"’ concluded the 
young author gravely, “ say that it is imma- 
terial to them how far from New York they 
get.”’ 

Here the low brows broke out into ovation. 
Young Mr. Sinclair looked up in surprise 
and then joined in the glee dublously.

Then the heavy question as to whether the 
colony should go in for a big hotel “ owncd 
really by the guests,’ or buy up one of the 
farms in this neighborhood and live in farm 
houses, was considered, and settled by young 
Mr. Sinclair. He thought there would be 
difficulty in finding a ready made hotel near 
a: band, but, on the other hand, he said, 
“You can travel around New York City for 
a year looking at farms.” 

As to the amount of money the socialisis 
wanted to pay for board, there was not much 
difference of opinion. Something around $5 
was g00d enough for them. 


Kiss Entrance Fee Good-By, 

Fireworks really began when Mr. Sinclair 
brought up the question of whether or not 
the $10 entrance fee demanded from colonists 
should be returned to those who wished to 
drop out of the scheme later. A long lady 
with short hair thought money once handed 
in should be kissed good-by. A blond social- 
ist in a negligee shirt had another thought 
that knocked out the gun deck plates of 
everybody eilse’s thoughts and im a short 
time there were so many motions, amend- 
ments, and amendments to amendments be- 
fore the house that even the chairman tried 
to enter into the squabble. 

Just as Bonavita, down at Coney, used to 
bring out order out of chaos in a wild animal 
show, things quieted down at last, then 
Brother Wilshire arose and asked. ‘* I should 
like to know if there is a motion now before 
the house and if so what Is it?” 

Many parliamentarians had stamped out 
and slammed the doors behind them long be- 
fore this, but there still were enough soclal- 
ists left to decide that at the next meeting 
the business would be resumed.

Endowment of School in Transvaal on 
Grand Scale One Provision.

LONDON, July 17.—The vast estate of Al- 
fred Beit, the diamond king, will be devoted 
to a gigantic Anglo-Saxon educational 
project, almost identical with that to which 
the late Cecil Rhodes devoted his immense 
fortune.

; No great public bequest since the will of 
the late Cecil Rhodes is regarded as of more 
worldwide importance than Mr. Beit’s dis- 
posal of his great wealth. 


Rhodes’ Gift to World. 

Cecil Rhodes left a great part of his vast 
wealth to Great Britain and the United 
States. By the terms of his will an endow- 
ment fund—estimated at about $10,000,000— 
was set apart for the foundation of sixty 
Oxford university scholarships for England 
and the British colonies, and nearly 100 schol- 
arships for the United States—two for each 
state and territory in the union. The schol- 
arships have a yearly*value of $1,500 and are 
tenable for three years. 


Tests for the Students. 

The echolarships are given to students 
upon the following qualifications: ‘ 
1. Literary and scholastic attainments. 

®. Fondnese tor or success in manly, out- 
door sports. 

%. Qualities of manhodd, such as truth, 
courage, devotion to duty, sympathy for and 
protection of the weak, kindliness, unseifish- 
ness, and fellowship. 

4. Exhibition during school days of moral 
force of character and instincts to lead and 
take interest in his schoolmates. 

The will provided that the marks for the 
several qualifications should be awarded in- 
dependently. For the first by examination, 
for the second and third on ballot of their 
fellow students, and for the fourth on the 
report of the headmaster of the candidates’ 
school.

MAKES REPLY TO CHARGES 


Opening Campaign for Nomina- 
tion, He Addresses Crowd 
of 1,500 People. 


Congresaman William Lorimer came outin 
his own defense mst night, taking up the 
cudgel for himself on the packers’ bill, relat- 
ing as many details of his own congressional 
work on that legislation as he cared to make 
public, an@ concluding by issuing a general 
challenge to all and sundry who differed with 
him to meet him on his own platform in the 
campaign tent and fight it out in forensic 
duel.

Opens in His Own Ward. 

The opening® was in his own ward, the 
Thirty-fourth, the tent being pitched on a 
vacant lot at Forty-second and Colorado 
avenues. For the rest of the week it will 
tour this ward and Mr. Lorimer’s request to 
his opponents Is that they catch up with it at 
any of the scheduled meetings and fight out 
the packer’s bill with him if they think he 
sold out to the meat industries and acted 
against his constituents.

Meat Inspection Bill. 

“ Since I have returned from Washington,” 
Lorimer went went on rapidly, ‘“‘ I have been 
approached by one after another of my 
friends, who have said: ‘ Lorimer, why did 
you fight the meat inspection bill?’ or, ‘ Billy, 
what did you mean by trying to prevent 
its passage?’ I have asked them each time 
to explain what they meant, and have found 
that they iuought I voted for the Beveridge 
bill only when I was forced to, and that it 
became a law after I had fought it to the 
limit. 

“ This is the impression which the news- 
papers have given the people of Chicago con- 
cerning my actions in Washington. I want 
now to explain what I did and am willing to 
rest the case with you. I want to say also 
that any of my critics is invited to meet me 
in debate on this subject, any political oppo- 
nent, any newspaper editor, or any critic. 
He will have the same privileges on this plat- 
form as I have and we'll leave the verdict 
to the people. 

“The truth about the bill is that the Bev- 
eridge amendment to the agricultural de- 
partment appropriation was not passed by 
congress, and that the act which was passed 
and which now is the law of the land wage 
the product of Representative James Wads- 
worth of New York, Speaker Joseph Cannon 
of Illinois, and myself. 


Beveridge Amendment Faulty. 

“ We were responsible for it and we take 
the responsibilty.

It was full of 
absurdities. 

“The day that this bill was passed by the 
senate I took the bill to my room and sat 
up all night with it, reading and rereading 
it. By the time I had finished it I could see 
plainly that it was not fit to become a law 
and I determined that I would fight it to the 
end. 

“The next morning at 10 o'clock I was 
called to the White house by a telephone 
message and I found there Speaker Cannon, 
Congressman Madden, and Congressman | 
Wadsworth. The president said: 

“* Lorimer, I want this meat inspection 
bill passed.’ 

“JT said: ‘Mr. President, I do not believe 
that this bill is fit to be passed and I can’t 
vote for it.” I explained the things which 
seemed to me to be absurd and the president 


ad: 

***T am not particular that this bill should 
be passed, but I want a good inspection bill 
made a law.’ I said I also wanted an inspec- 
tion law passed, but I wanted a fair one and 
a good one. We then took the bill up in the 
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investigators, to whom he sent me for iIn- 
formation, I was more convinced than ever 
the Beveridge amendment should not become 
a law. 

Senators Never Read It. 

“Now you may wonder that the United 
States senate would pass a bill which was 
entirely unfit to becoméd the law of the land, 
but you will understand how it was done 
when I tell you that not a senator had read 
it and that no committee consideration had 
been given it. They just passed it and sent 
it on to us in the house of representatives. 

* When we had heard all the various inter- 
ests we drafted a substitute. In the various 
employments in which I have worked there 
has been the meat packing industry. I 
worked in the first canned meat factory in 
the world, the old Wilson ‘place at Canal 
street and Jackson boulevard. I have worked 
in all departments of the meat packing and 
I know something about the business. 

‘* Not one of the senators had been nearer 
the packing business than a visit through 
the stockyards would take them. It was 
apparent to any one who knew anything 
about the business that the first bill was full 
of absurdities. 

“ Take one, for instance. The line that di- 
vides. Kansas City, Mo., from Kansas City, 
Kas., cuts through some buildings in the city. 
Now, if a man went across the street from 
the Missouri side to the Kansas side and 
bought a pound of beef steak, and the butcher 
did not put a label on it stating that it had 
been inspected and pronounced fit, the man 
that bought it was subject to a penitentiary 
term of three years and a fine of $10,000. 
That was one of the absurdities. Icouldtalk 
to you five hours about them. 


“Sensible Bill’ Drafted. 


*‘ We drafted a sensible bill in its place and 
Speaker Cannon took it to the president. He 
Gbjected to the injection of the court re- 
view feature. I was called in and said that 
I never would consent to a bill becoming @ 
law which would place in the hands of the 
secretary of agriculture the power to close 
up a great industry without Jeaving the per- 
sons interested the right to appeal to the 
courts for protection. 

“T told the president that I believed in giv- 
ing every citizen, from the most humble 
to the most important, this right of appeal 
to the courts, and that I would fight any 
effort to take it from any one. 

“ The president said that he, too, objected 
to taki this right away from any one, 
and said that probably we cOuld come to 
an agreement by striking out the provision 
which gave the secretary of agriculture final 
authority in jurisdiction. 


President Said: “Good Bill.” 

‘‘We did strike. out the entire section, 
which had been taken from the Beveridge 
amendment, and the president told Speaker 
Cannon that it was a good bill and that he 
would sign it, 

‘It was reported out of our committeeand 
was passed by both branches of congress 
without an alteration, without even so much 
change as the crossing of a‘t’ or the dotting 
of an ‘i.’ That is the bill which now is the 
law, and Speaker Cannon, Chairman Wads- 
worth of the agricultural committee, and I 
are responsible for it. And now I ask again 
that any of my critics wuo think that I mis- 
represented the people of Chicago in this 
action come up here on this platform and 
we'll have it out together.”’

LICE FOR INACTIVITY. 


Capt. Hayes and Otker Commanding 
Officers Scored by Collins tor Fall- | 
ure to Aid Patrolman in Hard 
Court Case—Robberies Rampant in 
Thirty-ffth Street District, and a 
Shakeup May Follow the Revela- 
tions, 


As the result of a single handed crusade 
crime carried on by the Rev. D, J. 
Crimmins of St. David’sa Roman Catholic 
church, 8210 Union avenue, Chief of Police 
Collings yesterday prepared for independent 
action against holdup men and thieves who 
have created a reign of terror in the neigh- 
borhood of Thirty-fifth and Halsted strets, 
practically unchecked by Capt. Hayes and 
his subordinate commanding officers of the 
Thirty-fifth street police station. 
Furthermore, the chief scored the political 
methods used at the station to secure the 
release of prisoners and reluctantly ex- 
pressed the opinion that “ it looks as if some-. 
body is in league with the thieves down 


there.” 
Squad Sent to Investigate. 

Assistant Superintendent of Police Schuet- 
tler was called into consultation and 
Detective Sergeant Muchowski and a detail 
of men were sent to Investigate three saloons 
in the district. 

The chief declared that from evidence in 
hand the commanding officers of the Thirty- 
fifth street police station recently committed 
a breach of police regulations by failing to 
help Patrolman M. 8. Palmer in a difficult 
case in. the police court. 

He said he would make a thorough investi- 
gation and intimated that the forthcoming 
shakeup of the detective bureau might ex- 
tend to the southward. 


Priest Tells of Conditions. 

Father Crimmins told of conditions in the 
district. 

“"Thie district was in a terrible condition 
when I came into It, about a year ago,”’ said 
he. “It dsn’t much better now. A. woman 
was attacked in a vacant lot near the church 
recently and robberies occur frequently, and 
thieves do not get: the punishment they de- 
serve, and, from the information I have, it 
appears that sometimes there are as many 
aldermen in the police courts as there are 
at the council meetings. I have been 
tempted to go to the court every morning 
until something is done that will be effective. 
Policeman Palmer was retained on his beat 
at my request. He is a good policeman.” 


Called Patrol; No Response. 

On June 10 Palmer saw a notorious char- 
acter named William Brady, alias Dohney, 
in R. J. Knight’s saloon at Thirty-first and 
Halsted streets. He arrested Brady and dis- 
covered that he had a silver sugar bowl, a 
silver milk pitcher, and two silver cups con- 
cealed in hig clothing. He took Brady toa 
patrol box and rang for the patrol wagon, 
but there was no response. 

Brady, according to Palmer's report, tried 
to give the silverware to friends who 
thronged out of Knight’s ealoon and Mur- 
ray’s saloon, which is across thestreet. Pal- 
mer threw Brady into the box and rang a 
second time for the wagon, without success. 
The policeman waited ten minutes, threaten- 
ing the crowd, which was attempting to res- 
cue Brady. The prisoner finally broke away 
and started to run. The policeman shot him 
in the knee in front of Knight's saloon. 

J. E. Mitchell, 7744 Harvard avenue, con- 
ductor of a Halsted street car, and M. M. 
Tierney, 7739 Goldsmith avenue, motorman, 
came to Palmer's assistance as he was hold- 
ing back the crowd with his revolver. A 
man, who Palmer claims is Knight, pro- 
prietor of the saloon, stuck his head out of a 
window and abused the policeman. Someone 
else ran away ‘with the silver. 

The wagon finally arrived and Brady was 
taken to a cell. Knight was arrested next 
day on a warrant-charging disorderly con- 
duct. 

Escapes with $3 Fine. 

Brady was fined $3 and costs by Justice 

Hurley. With another man named Jordan 
he is now awaiting trial in the Criminal 
court, charged with robbery. 
Knight was tried before Justice Richard- 
son, The policeman testified that Knight, 
besides abusing him, threatened to “ get 
him.” The conductor did not appear as a 
witness. The motorman testified to hearing 
abusive language but could not designate 
its source. Knight was discharged and Pal- 
mer was rebuked by the justice. 


87 Warrants; 13 Not Served. 
The conditions prevailing in the district 
are evidenced by the fact that recently thir- 
ty-seven warrants were issued against sa- 
loonkeepers on the charge of selling liquor 
to minors, some of whom were 13 years old. 
About half of the saloonkeepers were fined 
$1 and costs each and thirteen warrants 
were not served. 
Capt. Hayes denied crime was rampant in 
his district. 
‘“‘This district is remarkably free from 
crime,”” he said. ‘°** There are lots of hood- 
lums here, but we waich them closely. 
‘*‘T was out of town when Palmer's matter 
was in court. The leutenant—why, prob- 
ably he couldn’t be these. I had supposed | 
somebody went to court with Palmer. Crim- 
inals get off In the police courts only from 
want of evidence.” 


UNION TRACTION FIREMEN 
WANT MORE PAY OR STRIKE. 


They Decide to Make Formal Demand 
Today—Truck Drivers of Sawyer Bis- 
cuit Company Out a Short Time. 


The firemen in the power houses of the 
Union Traction company last night voted to 
make demand tomorrow for an increase of 
wages. Upon the refusal of the company to 
accede it is said strike action will be con- 
sidered which will threaten a complete 
tieup. 

Two propositions will be made when the 
union committee meets General Manager 
Roach. One will provide for an increase in 
pay of 1 cent an hour, such as was given the 
train service employés recently, to take effect 
at once. The alternative gives the company 
until Dec. 1 to increase the firemen’s wages 
2% cents an hour. Boilerwashers and water 
tenders are included in the demands for 
higher wages. 

Truck drivers engaged in the first strike 
called by the union since the big teamsters’ 
war oflastsummer. Thestrike, which lasted 
only two hours, was against the Sawyer 
Biscui, company, which was said to be paying 
wages under the union scale. Fifteen drivers 
were involved and when the company agreed 
to restore the full pay the men were sent 
back to work. 

Sailors and pilots are reported to be hard to 
find. Boats are kept in port, it is said, be- 
cause of failure to secure capable crews. 
The reason for the scarcity is said to be the 
Grifting away of the older seamen, who find 
better pay in running small steamers during 
the excursion season.

Annie Fleming Arrested Because She 
Refused Attentions of Samuel 
Mallas. 


Annie Fleming, 18 years old, locked up at 
the Maxwell street police station last night 
on complaint of her stepfather, D. L. Miller, 
2823 Wentworth avenue, said her arrest was 
prompted by a man whom she saved from 
hanging.

RECORDS TO BE VIEWED. 


Rohan to Make Plea That His Men 
Spend Enough Time Out of 


The demoralized condition of Chicago’s de- 
tective bureau, under the card playing, sa- 
loor loafing, chair warming administration 
of Lieut. “ Andy *’ Rohan, will be the sub- 
ject today of a conference between Mayor 
Dunne and Chief Collings on the mayor’s re- 
turn from a short vacation. 

The Heutenant and Chief Collins hada long 
talk late yesterday afternoon in the chief's 
office. The condition of the bureau was dis- 
cussed at considerable length, particularly 
the lack of discipline and the failure to get 
results. 

Chief Collins would like to be lenient with 
the HNeutenant, because he is an inoffensive 
old police officer, with a fairly good record, 
aside from the fact that he never made any 
important arrests in the days of his youth 
ahd activity. He realizes, however, that 
Lieut. Rohan is fitted neither mentally nor 
physically for the.position of head of a bu- 
reau that the chief believes should have its 
standard of efficiency raised a good many 
notches. 


Rohan to Stand on.Record. 


Lieut. Rohan will make the plea to the 
mayor that the department is an efficient one 
and that the detectives, when not playing 
pinochle or watching the progress of the 
new county building from comfortable chairs 
in the squadroom, do enough work to war- 
rant being continued on the pay roll. He will 
contend that the number of arrests for each 
detective compares well with those of other 
cities. This is not borne out by statistics. 

According to last year’s report of the gen- 
eral superintendent of police of Chicago, 
which hag just been issued, there are two 
Heutenants, fifty ** detective sergeants,”’ and 
thirty-eight plain clothes men—who do as 
much or more work than the sergeants, al- 
though they don't receive so much pay. 
These eighty-eight men last year arrested 
2,222 persons, mostly on warrants. Included 
in the number were a good many prisoners 
brought into the Central office by detectives 
working In department stores. 

Giving the detective bureau the most fa- 
vorable construction of the record, the aver- 
age number of arresfs for each detective 
for the year was twenty-five—say two a 
month 

By a singular coincidence there were 
eighty-seven detectives and 2,222 arrests dur- 
ing the year 1904, making the percentage of 
arrests the same as last year’s. 


More Work Done in New York. 

In the detective bureau of the borough of 
Manhattan, New York, where there are no 
easy chairs in the squadrodém or any county 
building under construction just outside of 
the windows and where games of cards are 
not allowed under any circumstances, the 
number of arrests for 1004 was 3,728. There 
are 118 detectives in the bureau—all active 
men—and the average number of arrests for 
each man during the year was 31. 

In the New York report arrests made by 
private detectives are not included. Of the 
arrests 1,089 were for felonies, murders, and

TO BUILD PRISON 


Supreme Court Can’t Hear His 
Plea Before Oct. 8, He 
Learns in Capital.

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DHAM WAR PROGRAM OUT. 


GEN. CARTER ISSUES ANNOUNCE- 
MENT FOR MANEUVERS. 


Opening with Lectures on First Aid, 
Ete., the August Work will Con-~ 
clude with Storming of Tempora- 
rily Fertified Positions—Troops 
from Fort Marching Through Chi- 
cago Camp for Night Immediately 
Seuth of Jackson Park. 


A schedule for the maneuvers of the United 
States troops at Indianapolis during the 
month of August was announced yesterday 
by Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, commander 
of the department of the lakes, who will have 
command of the encampment. The program 
as given shows a system of discipline care- 
fully graded from the rudimentary methods 
of ‘camp life to the complicated tactics of 
offensive and defensive warfare. 

A large consignment of blank cartridges 
has been ordered sent to the Indiana capital, 
but it is expected that little powder will be 
spent. The enemy, in the higher drills, ts 
to be purely imaginary, and no sham battles 
will be fought between opposing brigades, as 
frequently has been done on similar occa- 
sions. A few volleys may be fired as the 
charge ig made upon the supposedly strongly 
defended position of the fictitious opponent, 
but the government supplies will be saved. 


Two Days Given to Lectures. 

The first two days of the encampment will 
be given over to lectures by surgeons of the 
northern division to all officers upon camp 
sanitation, health precautions in the field, 
and first aid to the injured. Following in 
succession the battalions and then the regi- 
ments of infantry will be shown their part 
im the action of the brigade, which, as soon 
as .possible, will be. formed of the three 
armed branches of the service for a practice 
march, ready for action. A further step, 
which will conelude the first week, is that 
of the preparation for meeting the enemy, 
encountered on the march, by reconnois- 
sance, and the deploying of forces for \wt- 
tack. 

The second week is to be, in a moreg,1or- 
ough marmner, a repetition of the first. The 
brigade will carry its rations for a day’s 
march and will establish itself in a posi- 
tion of defense for a night's bivouac. Hasty 
intrenchments will be made, outposts will 
be placed in similar defensive works, and all 
will be ready for an attack. 

The next day a similar march. will be 
taken. but the action will be offensive. The 
imaginary enemy has taken up a strong posi- 
tion, has placed his pickets, has thrown up 
earthworks, and suddenly the marchers,

in real war, are upon him. 


Camp South of Jackson Park. 

The two battalions of the Twenty-seventh 
and two companies of the Fourth infantry, on 
their way to the Indiana capital, have been 
passing through Chicago in the last two days 
and reached the southern end of Jackson 
park shortly before noon yesterday. © Their 
march, from the foot of Chicago avenue, was 
the shortest they have yet taken, and wouid 
have been completed before 10 o’clock had 
an accident not occurred. The baggage 
wagon of company A fell by the wayside with 
a broken axle near Forty-fifth street, and the 
entire column waited for more than an hour 
until Quartermaster Darrah secured a mov- 
ing van to carry the freight to the next stop- 
ping place. 

It was in the early morning that the troops 
passed through the downtown district, andit 
was not until they were well out on the 
south side that the spectators began to gather 
on the sidewalks. The long halt of an hour 
was made in Grand boulevard, near Forty- 
ninth street, and there a large crowd gath- 
ered. 

In the midst of !t was a trio of little girls 
who attracted the attention of the soldiers 
and were decorated with their trappings while 
they rested. Bugler Burns was @& favorite 
with them, and each tried to blow his instru- 
ment. When one succeeded in bringing forth 
a mixture of wheeze and squeak she was de- 
lighted. Her companions attempted to equal 
her accomplishment, but failed to produce 
more than a sound like the rushing of a gentle 
breeze.

DULDIER AT AGH OF TEN. 


PENSION OFFICE FINDS YOUNGEST 
VETERAN OF CIVIL WAR. 


Lyston D. Howe of Streator, I1l., Who 
Entered Seryice as a Drummer Boy 
in 1861 and Re-enHsted in 1862 
and Was Mustered Out in 1865, Is 
Given Credit as Moat Youthfal Up- 
holder ef His Ceuntry in the Re- 
bellion. 


Washington, D. C., July 17.—[Special.]}— 
The pension office at last has established the 
identity of the youngest soldier of the civil 
war. Heis an Illinois man—Lyston D. Howe, 
who now lives at 223 East Main street, Strea- 
tor, La Sallie county, Ul. Howe enlisted as 
a musician in company D, Fifty-fifth Illinois 
volunteers, on June 5, 1861, at the age of 
10 years, 9 months, and 8 days. He was 
discharged on Oct. 19, 1861, on the surgeon's 
certificate of disability on account of “ ex- 
treme youthfulness, being only 10 years of 
age.”’ 

But the little lad would not be content out- 
side of the army. He determined to try 
again, and this time was more successful. 
Feb. 12, 1862, he reénlisted In the same com- 
pany and) was mustered out on March 27, 


| 1865, having served almost continuously for 


three years, one month,-and fifteen days. 
When he entered the service the second time 
he was just 11 years, 5 months, and 15 days 
old, : 
“T have handled many thousands of cases,” 
said Dr. Houston, medical referee, ‘‘and this 
man is by far the youngest whose case has 
come into my hands.” 

Reported Sick Three Times. 

Doubtless young Howe exaggerated his age 
when he enlisted the second time, else he 
would not have been allowed to enter th2 
service again. He went as a drummer boy. 

The boy’s record shows he was Hl at Camp 
Shiloh on April 30, 1862, and again from 
Dec. 31, 1862, until the last day of the follow- 
ing June. He was reported as sick once more 
on Oct. 31, 1863. 

Who was the “ youngest man "in thearmy 
has been a much mooted question ever since 
the war énded, and every now and then scme 
one has claimed to have discovered him. The 
record of the pension office, however, must be 
taken as final. 

Never Out on Furlough. 

Commissioner Warner has taken a per- 
sonal interest in the case and has gone to 
the trouble of having his record looked up. 
Col. Warner, who always reserves the softest 
place in his heart for an old soldier, re- 
marked this morning that the pluck of the 
little “man” is something to be marveled 
at. During his entire service of over three 
vears he was never away on furlough, either 
on account of sickness or-for any other 
reason. 


CAN WALK UNDER WATER 
AND STAY UNDER AN HOUR. 


Geneseo, N. Y., Man Gives Two Start- 
ling Exhibitions with an Invention 


of His Own. 


Rochester, N. Y., July 17.—[Special.]—A 
submarine contrivance which permits a per- 
son to walk under water has been invented 
by R. P. Lawton of Geneseo. Already he 
has given two demonstrations of its power. 
Once he remained under water for an hour, 
the other time for forty-five minutes. 

Lawton’s experiments were made at Silver 
lake yesterday. Clad in a bathing suit he 
walked out toward the center of the lake. 
holding aloft a fish pole, to the top of which 
was attached a flag. He had remarked to 
some boys on shore that he was going for a 
a walk in the lake. When the flag was about 
forty feet from the shore it suddenly disap- 
peared below the water. The boys waited 
for Lawton to reappear, and when he did not 
do so they gave the alarm. 

Lawton reappeared soon afterwards and 
explained his ability to walk under water. 
The crowd was skeptical, so Lawton climbed 
into his bathing sult again and gave another 
exhibition. He staid under water this time 
for forty-five minutes. 

He will allow no one to see his contrivance. 
He says it is of the simplest kind and weighs 


little more than a pound.

SCHOOL AMS GEPSHOCK 


PROF. ZUEBLIN’S DEFENSE OF 
GOREY STARTLES THEM. 


Chicago University Sociologist Pro- 
nounces ‘Mrs. Warren’s Profession’ 
a Moral and Uplifting Play and 
Declares It Has Been Criticised Un- 
favorably Only by Persons of Un- 
clean Minds—He Ridicales Sex Seg- 
regation in Education. 


Prof. Charles Zueblin of the University of 
Chicago, one of the country’s leading sociol- 
ogists and a. well known figure on local golf 
courses, delivered his views on some timely 
topics yesterday in a lecture at the university 
on “ The Common Life,’’ which startled his 
audience of 500 schoolma’ams and peda- 
gogues from the south. 

Speaking on the special topic of “‘ Sex "— 
which seemed to frighten away all but a 
handful of masculine seekers of the higher 
learning—he called *‘ Mrs. Warren’s Profes- 
sion ’’’ a moral and uplifting play, declaring 
the criticism against it was *“‘ not made by 
persons with clean minds.” 

He condemned the treatment accorded 
Maxim Gorky in the New York hotels, say- 
ing: ‘“‘It was the most serious reflection on 
our morals I have ever seen.” 

He ridiculed fashions in dress and segrega- 
tion in education. 


Pleads for Woman Suffrage. 

His remarks concluded with an earnest plea 
for woman suffrage in which, after pointing 
out that the movement was irresistible, he 
said the women would take “‘the brutal way’”’ 
of winning out, copying their line of attack 
after the recent affair in the English par- 
liament. 

‘“**Mrs. Warren's Profession’ is a plea 
for morality,’’ declared Prof. Zueblin. “It 
is a plea for the rescue of women from degra- 
dation. Most critics placed a false inter- 
pretation upon it. Practically every word 
written aboutit wasindecent. This undoubt- 
edly was inspired by a writing which was 
in attempt absolutely clean. This criticism 
could not have been Made by persons with 


clean minds. 


Defends Conduct of Gorky. 

“Mr. Gorky and the Russian actress who 
came to America with him are decidedly 
much more married than many persons who 
live at the hotels from which they were 
ejected... The uprising against Gorky was 
nothing but a sort of hydrophobia. The 
whole thing was inspired, 1 understand, by 
a New York newspaper which was unable to 
secure some of his literary work written 
after his coming here. This, in all, is the 
most serious reflection on our morals that I 
have seen in many years.”’ 

Prof. Zueblin then delivered his views on 
masculine and feminine fashions in dress. 
He declared the cut and make of the clothes 
of both men and women make the human 
figure ridiculous and tend to exaggerate the 
sexes. 

Opposes Sex Segregation. 

Segregation was taken up later and dis- 
cussed as follows: 

** Education ought to be determined by the 
individuals. If there is segregation it ought 
to be in reference to the subject and not to 
the sex. There is considerable divergence of 
opinion on this point, but why there should 
be a @istinction of sex is inexplicable. The 
exception is we have failed to get at the bot- 
tom of the relation between man and 
woman.” 

Referring to the urban man and woman, 
Prof. Zueblin said: 

“The urban man, overfed, eating and 
drinking too much, shows all his animalistic 
tendencies. It fs the same with the man of 
affaires and the working man, Also it crops 
out on the college campus and on the athletic 
field. 

“ The urban female is hysterical, and spe- 
cializes in novels, perfume, gossip, and the- 
aters. These represent certain tendencies, 
the exaggeration of sex instincts. It indicates 
the divergence of sexes. This may be a 
hopeful sign, only the difference between 
them should not be artificial but natural,”’ 


CITY NEEDS AN AUDITORIUM; 
MAYOR PLANS PRIZE FIGHT. 


Becker of Milwaukee Wants to Hold Big 
Exhibition for Strenuous Citizens— 
Horse Show for Timid Ones. 


"Milwaukee, Wis., July. 17.—[Special. ]—MIl- 
waukee is trying to rais¢ $250,000 for an aud!- 
torium to be erected on the site of the burned 
exposition building, It already has raised 
$150,000 and Mayor Becker has conceived a 
scheme for getting up the balance. He wants 
to hold a big prize fight and charge a big 
admission fee. He suggests that Batling 
Nelson be one of the fighters. 

Many think the plan good, but many others 
have been shocked over the fact that the 
mayor should so far forget his official dignity 
as to suggest what they calla brutal contest.

CHILD DROWNS IN RIVER. 


BOY OF 12 YEARS TRIES VAINLY 
TO RESCUE PLAYMATE. 


Little Fellow Falls Into the Calumet 
from Rowboat—Two Chicago Young 
Men, on Vacation in Wisconsin, 
Lese Their Lives While Swimming 
in Bluf! Lake—Official Inquiry Con- 
cerning Death of Five Naval Re- 
serves Is Completed. 


Bruno Schorder, 7 Years old, 8509 Ontario 
avenue, drowned in the Calumet river at 
Ninety-first street late yesterday afternoon, 
despite the efforts of Henry Peters, 12 years 
old, 8530 Buffalo avenue. 

The two boys were riding in a rowboat 
when Schorder leaned over and fell out. 
Peters, after trying in vain to rescue his 
playmate, rowed to the South Chicago Life 
Saving station at Ninety-first street and no- 
tified the keeper, who sent four men to save 
the boy, but he drowned before they arrived. 


Two Chicago Men Drowned. 
William Krueger and Charles 8S. Dryman 
of Chicago, each about 21 years old, were 
drowned yesterday in Bluff lake, just oppo- 
site the Herman resort. The manner in 
which they lost their.lives is not known, for 
nobody saw them drown. They had gone 


swimming and their clothes were found in 
the bath house where they had left them. 

Other resorters at the lake tried to recover 
their bodies, but were unsuccessful. The 
young men were spending’ their vacation at 
the Herman resort. 

By the reckless handling of a sail boat 
James K. Webster of Webster's orchestra 
and Harry Kline, both of Chicago, came near 
drowning in Lake harbor, near Muskegon, 
Mich.

William Dodge and James F. Fallon, 
walking along the shore five hundred yards 
from the scene, saw the boat bottom side 
up and immediately rowed out and rescued 
Webster and Kline.

Also how he gave them his“ sacred 
word as a gentleman ” that he would under 
no consideration whatever appeal from their 
judgment, but would serve his time and pay 
the fine, and that when he came out of prison 
he would deed all his fortune, consisting of 
cash, real estate, national bank stock, pri- 
vate banks, trust companies, and bonds and 
securities to the government, and then by 
the unanimous consent the entire Gourdain 
family would wipe itself from the face of the 
map of the United States.

VLADIMIR OF RUSSIA HAS TWO 
MORE NARROW ESCAPES. 


Obstruction Placed on Railway Track 
in Prussia Over Which the Czar’s 


Uncle Was Traveling from Ham- 
burg to Paris — Discovered by a 
Plate Layer in Time—Another At- 
tempt Made When Dynamite Ie 
Placed Under the Rails.

BERLIN, July 17.—The attempt to encom- 
pass the death of Grand Duke Viadimir 
of Russia on his railway journey from Ham- 
burg to Paris proves to have been more se- 
rious than first reported. 

The version of the story received here 
shows that the would-be assassins actually 
were caught In the act of placing a railway 
tie across the line and fastening it to the 
rails with fishplates. 


Hand to Hand Conflict. 

After a hand to hand conflict, in which fire- 
arms were used a plate layer managed to 
signal the approaching express with a hand 
lantern in time to slow it down. The ob- 


train kept to the rails. The perpetrators es- 
ecaped. The plate layer was the recipient of 
a magnificent reward from the grand duke, 


Not First Attempt. 

This was mot the first attempt in Prussia 
on the grand duke’s life. Toward the end of 
last week Grand Duke Viadimir received 
an urgent but unsigned letter telling him to 
beware of traveling along the Trevos route 
on Sunday. This communication was placed 
in the hands of detectives and the grand duke 
decided to postpone the journey. It was com- 
municated also to railroad officials, who 
scoured the line with the result that a dyma- 
mité cartridge with a fuse attached to the

VIEWS CHARLEMAGNE RELICS: 
KAISER SHOWS KEEN INTEREST 


Sarcophagus of Emperor Who Ruled 
Centuries Ago Opened and Contents 
Found to Be in Good Condition, 


AIX LA CHAPELLE, Prussia, July 17.— 
The sarcophagus of Emperor Charlemagne, 
who ruled Europe eleven centuries ago, was 


in the presence of high dignitaries of the 
Catholic church and provincial officials for 
the purpose of examining two precious cloths. 
These and other relics were found to be in 
good condition. 

Three documents were found, dated 1481, 
1483, and 1861. The older of the two fabrics 
dates back to the second half of the tenth 
century and contains figures of four ele- 
phants. The other is of the twelfth cen- 
tury. 

The fabrics will be taken to Berlin with 
Cardinal Fischer's permission by Prof. Les- 
sing, director of the Royal Museum of In- 
dustrial Art, will be photographed, and then 
returned and replaced within the sarco- 
phagus. Emperor William took a lively in- 
terest in having the documents removed for 
examination. 

The sarcophagus was first opened in the 
year 1000 by Emperor Otto ITI. 


WELLMAN PARTY AT VIRGO BAY. 


Best House Ever Erected in Arctic

PURE FOOD CAUSE 
GIVEN BIG BOOST. 


Real Fight for Remedial Legis- 


lation in Various States Be- 
gun by Delegates. 


— 


ILLINOIS BARRIERS SEEN. 


Authorities Ready to Work in 
Harmony with Manufactu- 


rers for Reform.

Hartford, Conn., July 17.—[{Special.}]—The 
real fight. to secure uniform standards for 
the nation and the different states, to serve 
as a guide In determining what foods are 
pure.and what are not, and to aid in the en- 
forcement of the national food laws, was 
inaugurated today at the opening of the 
tenth annual convention of the state food 
officers of the United States in executive 


session. 

This is the first step toward this important 
end that ever has been taken ‘in the history 
of the country. By food standards is meant 
the degree of purity that should be demand, 
ed of the various food products. Their im- 
portance only can be realized by food of- 
ficers, manufacturers, and others who are 
acquainted with the varying degrees of 
purity of foods now put out by the man- 
ufacturers of America. 

Certain standards already have been adopt- 
ed by the official egricultural chemists ap- 
pointed by the United States department of 
agriculture, and these, in so far as they have 
been completed, will be used by Dr, H. W. 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry, In 
determining the legality of foods under the 
newly enacted national food law, according 
to’ statements made by Dr. Wiley today. 


Making Standards Higher. 


The department of agriculture standards 
are being added to and prefected as rapidly 
as conditions will permit. As no standards 
are provided for in the national food law 
its proper enforcement will be a difficult 
problem until some definite degree of purity 
is decided upon. Until that time the food 
manufacturer will have trouble in knowing 
just how much of certain preservatives and 


food products. 

An effort is being made to have the 
standard committee of the state food officers 
cotperate with the official agricultural 
chemists with a view of establishing unt- 
form standards for both the nation and the 
states. By this is meant that the appropria- 
tions of the various state food departments 
will aid in the work which it is said has 
been hampered from lack of funds. 

While the state food officérs gathered in 
convention here have joined harmoniously 
in this movement, as well as in the move- 
ment to inaugurate uniform state laws, each 
of the state officers when consulted privately 
edmitted the great difficulty and probable 
impossibility of ever realizing a successful 
conclusion of this important undertaking. 


Chicago Sends Delegation. 


From their statements it is evident that 
the manufacturers ofthe various states will 
have a great deal to say regarding the degree 
of purity of the foods permitted in the differ- 
ent states as well as in the provisions of the 
different state laws. Fear that the state offi- 
cers may become too radical in their views of 
standards and state laws is evidenced by the 
fact that manufacturers from all over the 
country are sending representatives to this 
convention to confer with the delegates on 
the subject. 

From Chicago is coming the delegation 
headed by Attorney Miller, of Sprague, War- 
ner & Co., and including C. W. Newton of 
the Reid-Murdoch company, D. R. Wagner 
of the American Glucose company, and oth- 
ers. The difficulty of having the LIllnois 
food law amended so as to comply with the 
national law is admitted by H. Schuetneck, 
assistant stadeg food commissioner of Illi- 
nois, and Dr. J. T. Bryan, the Illinois state 
analyst. 

The manufacturers wield a powerful in- 
fluence in the Illinois state senate, and they 
are opposed to she standards so far estab- 
lished by the offi.cial agricultural chemists 
as vigorously as they are opposed to a state 
law modeled after the national food law. 
Thus it is seen that Illinois has many difficul- 
ties to overcome in securing pure foods for 
the people of that state, even if a national 
food law has been enacted. 


Illinois Will Do Its Best. 
“The Llinots food commission will do tts 
best to cause the enactment of a law as near- 


ly in harmony with the national law as pos- | 


sible,” said Assistant Food Commissioner 
Schuetneck of Illinois today, * and in points 
where we find the national law to be weak 
we will try to make the Illinois law even bet- 
ter than the model. We are going to work 
in harmony with the Illinois manufacturers 
in this work and in the establishment of 
standards and for this purpose we will invite 
their assistance. We believe the Illinois 
manufacturers are as anxious for pure foods 
as any other in the state, for such will aid 
them in -their business.’’ 

Dr. Bryan, Hilinols state analyst, said: 

** We want the Illinois food law so amended 
as to authorize its own food commission to 
make standards governing that state, if the 
law itself should not prescribe the stand- 
ards.” 

W. H. Jones, food commissioner of Illinois, 
is not attending the convention, although his 
name is on the program for an address. By 
resolution the convention decided to invite 
the national food officers connected with the 
United States department of agriculture to 
become members of the national association 
of state focd officers and to change the name 
of the organization to some befitting appella- 
tion. The name “ Association of State and 
Federal Dairy and Food Officers’ was sug- 
gested and probably will be adopted. 


Dr. Wiley Will Decide. 

This action of admitting the national food 
officers will be decided by Dr. Wiley, who 
always has been an influential power in the 
body of state officers, and it will make him 
the practical leader of the organization. It 
will broaden greatly the Influence of Dr 
Wiley in the nation’s food work and will 
make him a factor tn the enforcement of the 
food laws in nearly all the different states 
as well as in the national department. 

“The standards that already have been 
established by the official agricultural chem- 
ists of the department of agriculture will be 
used by me in determining the purity and 
impurity of food products under the na- 
tional law,’’ said Dr. Wiley today. ‘* The 
standards committée of the state food officers 
will be an organization entirely separate and 
distinct from the official agricultural chem- 
ists, but the work: will be harmonious, we 
hope, and their efforts will be a great help 
everywhere in determining what foods are 
pure and what are not. I am delighted at 
the enactment of the national food law.’”’ 

At an executive session, which excluded 
all newspaper reporters, Herman B. Meyers 
of Chicago, publisher of the National Food 
Journal, and until last year publisher of the 
official proce*dings of the National Associa- 
tion of State Food Officers, came tn for bit- 
ter denunciation by several of the delegates 
and a resolution was adopted which pro- 
hibited him from publishing the offictal re- 
ports in the future. The resolution specified 
that no person excepting the association’s 
official stenographer would be permitted to 
take verbatim reports of the proceedings. 
The cause of this action is the charge that 
Meyers has acted unfairly with the associa- 
tion regarding the publication of the official 
proceedings. Because of claims that Meyers 
used underhanded work in cbtaining adver- 
tisements for his book of official proceed- 
ings he was denied the right of printing the 
proceedings of the convention at Portland, 
Ore., last year.

FOOD MANUFACTURERS BALK 
AT LABEL INSURING PURITY. 


Attempt to Form Organization and 
Adopt Uniform Rule Regarding Guar- 
antee Fails.

Representatives of forty-five food manu- 
facturers from various states in a meeting 
held at the Palmer house yesterday refused 
to form a national food manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. 

They also voted down a resolution calling 
for the appointment of a committee to draw 


| up a form of guarantee to be used by all food 


manufacturers, as designated by the new 
pure food law which requires such labels to 
be placed upon all products. Walter T. 
Chandler, manager for Franklin MacVeagh 
& Co., decried the att«mpt to enact such reso- 
lutions, saying his firm would not bea party 
to such an idea and withdrew from the gath- 
ering, and so much opposition developed that 
the resolution was withdrawn. 

Representatives who opposed the move- 
ment declared they did so on the ground that 
it might be construed as interfering with 
government legisiation. 

Resolutions urging greater uniformity in 
the pure food laws of the various states were 
adopted finally as a compromise. 

The resolutions call upon the convention 
of the National and State Dairy Food com- 
missioners, now in session at Hartford, 
Conn., to work for more uniform laws. 

A committee of five members was appointed 
to take the resolutions to Hartford, where 
they will be laid before the convention. The 
committee left for the east last evening.

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OIL TRUST'S DOOM 
IS MADE CERTAIN

tigation of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

Messrs. Prouty and Clements, the two In- 
terstate commerce commissioners charged 
with the combination’s investigation, are 
preparing their report. All the testimony 
they took has been turtied over to the de- 
partment of justice. Their report shows 
that not only did the Standard receive re- 
bates but it conspired to prevent competti- 
tion, driving independents out of business 
or compelling them to pass under its control 
This report will be useful to congress tn con- 
firming the necessity pointed out by Commis- 
sioner Garfield for enactment of legislation 
in order to prevent the growth of such stifling 
combinations as the Standard. 

It is a noteworthy fact that every one of 
the evils specified by Commissioner Garfield 
in his report have been corrected by the rail- 
roads; and this eagerness to bring an end 
to violation or evasion of the law gives the 
lie ® statements issued by the Standard Oll 
company and railroad officials immediately 
after the Garfield report had been published 
asserting their innocence and the falsity of 
the charges. 


Reforms Started with a Rush. 

The changes which have been made from 
July 1, 1905, when the Investigation by Mr. 
Garfield into the relations of the Standard 
Oil company and the railroads began, to date 
are as follows:

Garfield Expresses Satisfaction, 

Commissioner Garfield expressed satisfac- 
tion today with the results of his investfga- 
tion. 

“The New England roads, which include 
the Boston and Maine and the New York, 
New Haven and Hariford,’’ he said, “ have 
now issued orders prorating completely on 
petroleum and its products. This means that 
independents can ship oil into that territory 
from 1 to 18 cents per hundred pounds lese 
than before this action was taken. The west- 
ern roads have just signified their intention 
to order .prorating on oil west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

‘The result of this is that instead of re- 
finers of Pennsylvania, Indiana, and New 
York paying the local rate from Chicago plus 
the local rate from Chicago west they will 
now have the advantage of a through rate. 
I cannot say what the reduction will be until 
the rate is made, but it.is certain to insure 
a proportionate reduction on the oll rates 
west. 

“The president estimated in his message 
that the refusal to prorate in New England 
had cost New England people from $300,000 
to $400,000 a year. I think this gives an idea 
of the effect of the introduction of prorating 
on the oll business. The president of one of 
the New England roads said the change 
amounted to nothing because no oil has beer 
shipped to that section. But I am satisfied 
that the moment the independents know they 
can: get into the territory and the rate will 
be maintained consumers of ol! will patronize 
them and general benefit will iow from com- 
petition.”’ 

The value of publicity has been established 
in the most salutary fashion. It remains 
now for the government to secure the con- 
viction for violations of the rebate and anti- 
trust laws in order effectually to end the 
monopoly which has suppressed competition 
and compelled the people to pay prices which 
it deemed proper and which had little rela- 
tien to the netural laws of supply and de- 
mand.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 17.—[Special.}—The 
sensationa! story which has been sent abroad 
that Bishop Spalding of Peoria had suffered 
another stroke of paralysis caused him io 
issue a etatement as to his condition today. 

“The report which has been printed in the 
newspapers that I had suffered a second 
stroke of paralysis on Monday is untrue and 
without foundation. I came here for rest 
primarily and have improved consigerably. 
I have not been as well for years as I am 
today. Please deny that my conditicn ts crit- 
ieal or that my friends need be alarmed about 
the state of my health.’ 

Dr. 8S. 8. Stack, who ts in charge of the 
sanitarium and is attending Bishop Spalding, 
said ‘his patient was improving, took daily 
rides about the grounds, and was gaining 


strength. 


COMMISSION TO HEAR STICKNEY 


Chicago Great Western’s President 
Seeks Light on Meaning of the 
New Rate Law. 


Washington, D. C., July 17.~[Special. }—In 
order to ascertain the views of the interstate 
commerce commission respecting the en- 
forcement of the new railroad rate law, A. 
‘RB. Stickney, president of the Chicago Great 
Western railway. telegraphed the commis- 
sion today asking to be heard tomorrow.

REFORMERS ARE TRICKED 
Naming of Four Members of Com- 
mittee Opposed to Manage- 


ment Suspected. 


New York. July 17.—[{Special, }—As one step 
toward reclamation Standard Oil interests, 
embodied in the persons of Henry H. Rogers 
and William Rockefeller, have been eliminat- 
ed from.the Mutual Life Insurance company. 

Announcement of the elimination of Rogers 
and Rockefeller was one sensation of the 
board of trustees nominated today, less than 
twenty-four hours before it must be filed 
with the superintendent of insurance. 

Other sensations were the semi-official an- 
nouncement that President Peabody would 
not seek re#lection and the nomination as 
trustees of four leading members of the in- 
ternational policy holders committee organ- 
ized to oust the present Mutual management. 

The four opponents of the present manage- 
ment named for trusteeships are: Harlow 
Higinbotham, Chicago; George Gray, Dela- 
ware; Gen. B. F. Tracy, New York, and Col. 
Alfred M. Shook, Tennessee. It is stated 
that none of them had been consulted and 
that by the terms of their pledge to the inter- 
national committee none of them would ac- 
cept. 

Naming of Opponents Derided. 

Their nomination excited derisive comment 
today from members of the committee in this 
city. Putting them on the ticket was de- 
clared to be either an act of desperation or a 
foolish attempt to cut the ground from under 
the feet of the policy holders. 

Every member of the policy holders’ com- 
mittee made a solemn pledge net to run on 
any ticket nor accept any insurance office of 
any kind. It is declared if any member of 
the committee should now consent to run on 
the Mutual's ticket he would be guilty of 
treachery to the movement to bring about 
real insurance reform. It le aseerted none 
of them could serve after having signed the 
address to the policy holders, which said: 

Directors now in power have oominated, or will 


nominate, for each company what is to be known 
a6 an administration ticket. It is safe to say they 
will turn every wheel of the insurance machinery, 
of which they now have control through their pos- 
session of your property, to defeat your candidates. 


Rogers Explains His Withdrawal. 

The withdrawal of Rogers and Rockefeller 
was the subject of much discussion in insur- 
ance circles. Mr. Rogers’ own explanation 
is given in hie letter to President Peabody, 
which the latter made public. In thie letter 
Mr. Rogers said: 

“When the troubles came upon the com- 
pany I felt it my duty as a trustee to stand 
by and do anything I could of service to 
my fellow members and policy holders. I 
believe I have rendered some assistance. 

“ The statement has been frequently made 
that I caused your élection to the presidency 
of the Mutual company. No. one knows bet- 
ter than you how false this is. You know 
thet I had but the slightest acquaintance 
with you before your election; that I never 
exchanged a word with you respecting your 
candidacy, nor was I in any sense the in- 
spiring cause of your selection. 


Oil Trust Not Interested? 

“Apparently the people who are most 
active in their hostility to the present ad- 
ministration are. using the fact of my con- 
nection with the Standard Oll company as a 
ground for criticism While this is a suffi- 
cient reason for my refusal to be a candidate 
for trustee, since no one has a right to put 
such large interests in jeopardy for the sake 
of achieving a personal vidication, ff is yet 
true that, aside from the relations of Will- 
fam Rockefeller and myself as policy holders 
and trustees, neither the Standard Oi! com- 
pany nor any one occupying an official posi- 
tion in that corporation has ever in the slight- 
est degree had any business or other rela- 
tion with the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany. And in the case of Mr. Rockefeller, 
who is now absent, his policy matured some 
months ago and was paid, and he therefore 
is no longer a policy holder. He also wishes 
to be reliewed from any further service as a 
trustee. 

“If any one imagines that the Standard 
Oil company or any of its officers have prof- 
{ted out of any relation to the Mutual Life 
Insurance company he must be strangely 
ignorant of the facts. Neither Mr. Rocke- 
feller nor myself have been indentified with 
any underwriting scheme, nor have we been 
engaged in any business affairs with the 
Mutual company by which we have been the 
gainers. On the contrary, we have given 
business to the Mutual and its allied com- 
panies from which they have largely bene- 
fized.’”’

In giving out the list of trustees nominated 
by the committee it was announced that ac- 
ceptances had not been received from all the 
candidates, but it was said that few, or no 
refusals, were expected.

Armor Plates on Side of the New Ves-

Newport News, Va., July 17—/Dhe battleship 
Rhode Island was badly damaged in a colli- 
sion with the Norwegian steamer Guernsey 
during a violent storm which swept over the 
harbor here today and several plates on the 
side of the battleship were bent and a hole 
was stove in the side of the tramp steamer. 
The Rhode Island will have to go to the Nor- 
folk navy yard for repairs. 

The Norwegian vessel dragged anchor in 
the gale and crashed stern on into the battle- 
ship, which was anchored off the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio pier No.7.

Vessel Had Previous Accident. 

While on its trip In Virginia waters the 
vessel went aground on May 6 at York spit 
at the entrance to York river. It was subse- 
quently floated and was uninjured. 

As @ result of that accident Capt. Garst, 
its commander, was court martialed and sus- 
pended from duty for a period of six months 
with one-half sea pay; lost five numbers for 
allowing the big battieship to go aground;

Speculators at White Earth Reserva- 
tion Getting Indian Lands for Tin 
Tags and Red Liquor. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 17.—[{Special.]—A dis- 
graceful state of affairs has been found to 
exist on White harth Indian reservation in 
western Minnesota. Since June 21, the Indi- 
ans and half breeds have been allowed under 
the law to dispose of their allotted lands, or 
at least to enter into obligations incumber- 
ing those lands.

Syndicate Secures $2,000,000 in 
New York to Finish the 
Chicago Southern.

SURPRISES

Trains Will Be Running in Thrée 
Months to Connect with 
Indiana Southern. 


The Chicago Southern rallroad will be com- 
pleted within a short time and the dream of 
John R. Walsh to become a railroad mag- 
nate will come true. | 

From most reliable sources it has been 
learned that an emissary sent to New York 
Jast week by Mr. Walsh and a small! syndi- 
cate of men who were formerly associated 
with him has been successful in raising the 
necessary funds to complete the road: It is 
said that about $2,000,000 Is all that is re- 
quired and that the road will be in operation 
in about three months. 

This news will come not only as a sur- 
prise to the railroad men who shértly after 
the Walsh failure began dickering for the 
purchase of these railroad properties, but 
it will be an unwelcome surprise. They had 
not given up hopes of getting these proper- 
ties yet, and at their own price, for they have 
been banking all the time upon the inability 
of Walsh to raise the necessary funds to com- 
plete the Chicago Southern. 


Able to Fix Own Price Now. 

The fact that he has raised the money, 
when it becomes known tothem, may change 
their attitude, and it is now hinted that 
Walsh will be able to name his own price for 
the sale of the roads, the Chicago Southern 
and the Southern Indiana, if indeed he will 
sell at all. 

The Chicago Southern, which its intended 
to. provide entrance into Chicago for the 
Southern Indiana, which is the outlet for 
the Walsh coal properties in Indiana and 
the Bedford Stone company, was within 
three months of completion when the crash 
came. It was estimated at the time that the 
road could be completed for $1,500,000, but as 
$250,000 worth of ties and some other con- 
struction material have since been sold, it !s 
probable that it will require at least $2,000,000 
to complete it now. 

It was claimed during the negotiations of 
the Rock Island-Frisco lines, the New York 
Central lines, and the Pennsylvania lines, 
which had formed a three cornered syndicate 
to take over the Walsh reads, that the Chica- : 
go Southern was worthless. One man who 
was conducting these negotiations declared ) 
that he would not give 30 cents for the road, 
thereby admitting that he considered the 
Southern Indiana worth approximately 
$20,000,000, that being the last amount bid. 
Although the Chicago Southern would not 
prove a valuable asset to this trio of roads, 
because they have their own entrance lines 
into Chicago, it will be the salvation of the 
Southern Indiana if Walsh continues to 

own it. * 


Syndicate $7,000,000 Below Price. 

The last bid of the rallroad syndicate was 
just $7,000,000 below -the asking price of 
Walsh and the clearing house committee, 
and that was where the split came. The 
railroad officials said that they had no fur- 
ther interest in the matter, that they had 
made the offer for purely philanthropic rea- 
sons, and that they did not want the prop- 
erties much anyhow.

AT EYE AND EAR INFIRMARY. 


Supt. Garrard Dedleres Food Is of Good 
Quality and That Patients Were Not 


Mistreated.

Charges of cruelty, mistreatment of pa- 
tients, “and graft were denied emphatically 
by Charles T. Garrard; superintendent of the 
Tilinois Charitable Bye and Ear. infirmary, 
2°7 West Adame street, last evening. He 
declared the food served to be as good as 
that served in any charitable institution in 
the state and said the adverse reports were 
given out by persons who had refused to be 
governed by the rules of the Infirmary. 

An investigation” among the patients re- 
vealed only two specific complaints. One was 
that of Miss Ida Evers, who said she could 
not eat the food served because she was used 
to better fare at home, and the other was 
made by Hattie Munch, 12 years old, who 
said she had been struck In the back by 
Miss Elizabeth Sargent, head attendant. 

Miss Sargent said she did not strike the 
girl, but admitted pushing her because she 
did not move fast enough. This was after 
the girl was found In a room where the regu- 
lations do not allow patients to enter. Sev- 
eral other patients declared they had no 
complaints to make. 

With reference.to the charge that there 
were not enough nurses to care for the 175 
patients, Supt. Garrard said: 

“We have five nurses and that is plenty. 
Most of the patients do not have to remain 
in bed. Many are well enough to do little 
odd jobs for us, and this is one of the chief 
sources of complaint. However, we believe 
they should be employed at light tasks. 

“ As to the food, it is as good here as in 
any charitable institution tn Idinols.’’

Dr. W. A. Kuflewski, vice president of the 
board of education, announced last night his

sell.”’

Emmons Biajme, in which she intimated her 
willingness, if it were feasible, to finance a 
‘home grown” seriés of readers, Dr. 
Kuflewski’s plan Includes the provision that 
the readers and text books shall be built up 
by the Chicago teachers, out of their own 
classroom experiences.

Firet Business Session Is Held by the 
Grand Lodge in Denver—Revision 
of the Constitution Will Be Most 
Important Matter Befere the Con-« 
vention — Change in Ritual Also 
Will Be Brought About—Negro 
Question Subject of Discussion. 


Denver, Colo., July 17.—Judge Henry Mel- 
vin of Oakland, Cal., was unanimously elect- 
ed grand exalted ruler of the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks in the convention 
this evening. 

Dr. Hardland of Montana absolutely re- 
fused to allow his name to go before the con- 
vention.

Constitution to Be Revised. 

The grand lodge held ite first business ses- 
sion at 2 o’clock this afternoon. “ Revision of 
the constitution is one Of the most important 
matters to come before the convention. The 
order was established as a social organiza- 
tion, and “** good fellowship ’’ was one of the 
prerogatives for membership. So rapid has 
been the growth of the order that it has been 
found necessary to broaden its scope and 
place it upon a more solid foundation. 

With the adoption of a new form of govern- 
ment along the lines laid down in the Amer- 
ican constitution members believe the order 
will be strengthened to such an extent that 
it will become in fact as well as in name the 
leading benevolent organization in the world. 

The proposed new constitution will estab- 
lish. three forms of government—executive, 
judicial, and legislative. This will put all 
the executive power in the hands of the grand 
exalted ruler, while the judicial duties, such 
as the arbitration of all questions pertaining 
to the order, will be placed in the hands of a 
board of governors or similar body. The 
legislative power, of course, will devolve 
upon all delegates in convention. 


Ritual Also to Be Changed. 

A new ritual also has been prepar<«d, which 
is said to be so far superior to the old tuat 
there is no question of its ultimate adoption. 

Henry J. Darwood, a member of the Phila- 
delphia delegation, will introduce a resolu- 
tion condemning the use of the Elks’ badge 
by the fraternal, benevolent, and protective 
order of Elks of America, an organization of 
negroes, and recommending the adoption of 
an official emblem.

Kuflewski Talks of Plan. 


“In my opinion the members of the board 
cannot conscientiously decide upon any one 
text book at their meeting tomorrow night,” 
said Dr. Kuflewski. “ They haven't had time 
to consider the books. Some of them feel, as 
I do, that the readers offered us for choice are 
practically worthless. All of them are objec- 
tionable on one ground or another. All of 
them, without exception, cost the children 
of Chicago from 60 to 100 per cent more than 
they are worth. 

“"Now, you can’t tell me that such a sit- 
vation is none of my business as a school 
trustee. I know better. I believe the board: 
of education should concern itself with this 
whole problem. And the only way to-settle 
it, in my humble opinion, is for the board 
to make its own text books out of the rich 
pedagogical material to be gathered in our 
own schoolrooms and then tosell these books 
at cost.

ENGLISH RAILWAYS RESPONSIBLE. 

The rbilway accident et Salisbury wae of 
‘a kind not uncommon tn this country. The 
_ procedure of the public authorities and of 
the railway officials in the English case is, 
however, hardly to be paralleled in America. 
Mention has already been made ofthe calm- 
pess with which the people of the town and 
‘of the country regarded the accident, not be- 
-. @ause they were indifferent but because they 
Were serenely sure that the government 
‘would act promptly and effectively in the 
‘matter. Now it is reported that the railway 
company has given every possible help to 
‘the investigators and has declared éficially 
that it assumes all legal responsibility for 
ae ‘the wreck. 

- Im this country railroads are entouraged 
to believe that their responsibility ends if

3 “meglected his duty or if some part of the 
_ equipment is proved to have been defective. 
Claim agents swarm about the injured and 
the families of the killed, and where there

B = the claimant into cheap compromise. 
. the claimant is poor the agent points out 
: trouble and expense of carrying a case 
- ‘through the higher courts, to reach a decision 
only after years of delay. Every claim is 
fought, regardless of its merits. There may 
be honorable exceptions to this statement, 
‘but this is the usual attitude of the Ameri- 
- an railways. Each case.is considered as 
likely to form a dangerous precedent. 
In England the railway company respon- 
gible for the Salisbury accident has given the 
» best kind of a guarantee that the case is not 
“to be considered a precedent by freely and 
ie _ fully acknowledging its liability for dam- 
- ages. It does not expect such an accident to 
‘bappen again. It means totake precautions” 
that it shall not happen again. It is not 
afraid to pay damages now because it is not 
afraid that payment for future accidents 
will bankrupt the road. American railroads 
expect accidents to happen, and need there- 
fore to pay as little as possible for each, 
_ The first effect upon Americans of the 
ews of the accident was the feeling that 
after all the praise which has been bestowed 
upon English railways they are no safer 
than ours. The effect of the subsequent pro-' 
feedings has bten to confirm the earlier be 
lief that both railway companies and the 
government are more seriously concerned 
abont the safety of passengers than is true 
fin America. The Salisbury wreck is likely 
to be the only great railway disaster in Eng- 
a land fora :numbes of years.

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THE ‘WICKEDNESS OF A CITY. 
A popular idea with certain speakers 


dg an attack upon the morals ‘of a city 


like Chicago, with comparison more or 
less effective with conditions which pre 
wailed in Gomograh or other ancient places 
famed for their wickedness. As a general 
rule the knowledge of these ancient cities 
is limited, the alleged sinfulness being 
more or less traditional. The compari-

To another a “wide open” town is 
“wickedness, and when things are carried 
_ with a high hand there is much sinful- 
~ Mess manifest, but even thig can be kept 
‘under strict control,.as was shown in 
one quarter of the city a few evenings 
&go when, for some reason, the police 
bad definite. instructions to keep every- 
thing and everybody quiet, an order which 
_ they enforced without apparent difficulty. 
Im some cities life is held lightly and mur- 
- ders -are frequent and often unpunished. 
4 Im some places the population is strange- 
ly mixed, representatives of many race 
- “elements mingling, each with his peculiar 
oe attitude toward life. In such cases mur- 
der to one is but justice or revenge for

THE REASON WHY. 

‘In 41896 a large number of preminent 

democrats voted and worked against Mr, 
Bryan. They did it because he’ had mad 
the free coinage of silver his paramoun 
issue, and they knew that his election 
would mean a depreciated currency. That | 
currency wéuld have spelled ruin for the 
industries of the country. Mr. Bryan 
says now that while the silver question is 
not an issue, he believes he was right in 
1896 and that the free coinage of silver 
at this time would further prosperity. 
. Although Mr. Bryan saye he is loyal 
to a dangerous economic heresy, most of 
the democrats who were against him ten 
years ago are for him now. Presumably 
this change of attitude is not due to their 
conversion to his doctrines. .They be 
lieve as firmly. as. ever that the financial! 
policy he advocates is unsound and would 
be ruinous. They have no sympathy with 
his ultra views on any subject, but they 
do not think he will be able to put them 
in operation if he shouldbe elected. If 
Mr. Bryan had won in 1896 a free silver 
senate would have codperated cordially 
ewith him in carrying out his plans for 
the debasement' of the currency. If he 
were to be elected two years hence le 
would have to reckon with a senate which 
would be politically opposed to him and 
would negative any revolutionary. legisia- 
tion he might propose. With a. president 
and senate that were at odds there might 
be no general legislation of an important 
character. There are many democrats 
who would not be displeased if that were 
to happen. 

The defeat of Judge Parker is accept. 
ed as proof that a so-called conservative 
democrat cannot be elected. If Mr. 
Bryan, who calls himself a radical demo- 
crat, were to be elected, It would mean 
that the democrats would carry some 
states they do not contro] now and would 
take charge of the state offices. 

With Mr. Bryan in the White house 
some of the federal wffices which would 
be in his gift would be conferred on the 
prominent democrats who opposed him 
‘once, but who are now enthusiastic over 
him. 

The democrats have been out of office 
in the netion and in most of the northern 
states for ten years. That seems a long 
time to the conservative democrats who 
fought Mr. Bryan in 1896. They think 
they see an opportunity to help themselves 
and their purty without injury to the 
country by rushing to the support of Mr. 
Bryan. They have faith In the ability 
of a republican senate to keep his hands 
tied if he should be elected. 


A TAX COMMISSION. 

The proposition brought forward by 
Prof. C. B. Merriam before the charter 
convention committee for the appointment 
by the governor of a special tax commis- 
sion is one which is worthy of universal 
support. The plan contemplates legisla- 
tive action which shal! euthorize the gov- 
ernor to select a commission of seven or 
nine members who shall give their at- 
tention for two years to the problem of 
taxation in ‘Chicago. The membership 
is not to be determined by political con- 
nection but*by fitness for the work. The 
field for study is important, and there js 
an opportunity for the accomplishment of 
a notable piece of investigation in political] 
science. 

For it is plainly apparent that the pres- 
ent situation is unsatisfactory in almost 
every respect. The persona! property tax 
is much of a farce, as is clear to ahy 
citizen who reads the local tax lists sent 
out by the board of assessors, in which a 
man may observe how his neighbors are 
listed, and how his own tax compares 
with that of others whom he knows to 
be much better off than himself, or with 
some whom he knows to be less able than 
himself to pay the amvunt assessed The 
inequalities are so apparent that it is al- 
most humiliating that a taxing body 
should have to resort to such a method of 
raising money. 

If the printed lists are not convincing, 
then there is the waiting line in the office 
of the board of review, each one intent 
upon having his assessment. reduced; or, 
again, there is the inquisitor spying 
around with the hope of discovering 
some hidden resources. That is a condi- 
tion of things which would not exist if 
there were an intelligent; wel) adgninis- 
tered taxing system. With such a sys- 
tem there would be no eager examination 
of Probate court records with the hope 
of finding something which should have 
been taxed once upon a time. 

There are complaints without number 
which are brought ‘against the system of 
real estate taxation. There is the du- 
plication of taxing bodies with coexten- 
sive jurisdiction, the whole system of tax- 
ation being cumbrous and il!ogical. Mr. 
Merriam’s study of the revenues of Chi- 
cago, the most notable investigation ever 
made into governmental ntachinery here, 
gave him such insight into the taxing con- 
ditions as to convince him that the real 
need is a careful and systematic study 
of the whole subject, made with delibera- 
tion, with the definite purpose of devising 
for a large city the best methods of taxa- 
tion. It is safe to say that nothing con- 
nected with the planning of a new city 
charter is so important as the adoption 
of a working plan for taxation which 
shall commend itself to all persons -inter- 
ested, which shall provide for an adequate | 
revenue for the manifold parts of the | 
government, and shal] secure the collec- 
tion of that revenue with a minimum 
amount of friction. Such a working 
plan will not evolve itself. It must pe 
shaped by experts. Two years is none 
too long for the work. 


PLAYING THE GAME UNFAIRLY. 

The representatives of Japan at Washing- 
ton say it is not true that the game of trade 
ig being played unfairly by their country- 
men in Manchuria. They say their govern- 
iment holds firmly to the doctrine of the 

“open door.” They say that the trade of 
Manchuria is a prize worth possessing and 
admit that the Japanese merchants are 
doing their best to capture it.

Through the port of Chingwantao the Japanese 
manufacturers, backed by their government, are 
enabled to pour their goods into China free of both 
duty and ifkin; they are’ carried at preferential 
rates by the steamer and then by railway through 


Liaotung Into Manchuria, whence they find their 
Way into China proper, while all other goods have 


to wait until the Japanese cargo is through and 
bear the heavy charges from which the Japanese 
are exempt. Special facilities on a vast scale are 
given to this Japanese trade in the manipulation 
of the Japanese paper money, with which the coun- 
try is flooded, and which ts only redeemable at @ 
heavy discount locally or im paying of bille om 


Japan for Japanese imports. « 
From what the commissioners saw they 


were persuaded that the rule of the Japanese 
in Manchuria ts in fact that of conquerors 
in a conquered country, and that the rule is 
thinly disguised. If they are to be believed 
Russian exclusiveness, which wae detri- 
‘mental to American trade, has been replaced 
by Japanese exclusiveness, more cunning 
and more effective. 

If Americans are defeated in a fair fight 
for Manchurian trade they have no cause 
for complaint. If un ir means are resorted 
to by Japanese rivals, with the active ald of 
the Japanese government, the attention of 
the American government may properly be 


sentatives in the orient, who, if ordered to 
do so, will ascertain speedily whether the 
charges which have been at out are well 
founded. 

It is not impossible that eh are correct. 
Tt hae been the general impression thet 
Japan did not drive the Russians out of 
Manchuria to turn the country over to China, 
but that. it Intended to retain control of 
it if possible. Japan is for trade expansion, 
considering it essential to the prosperity of 
the empire, which has a heavy war debt to 
care for. It is only natural that it should 
try to monopolize Manchurian trade. If it 
is resorting to sharp practices to do so the 
American government, after making sure of 
its facts, should invite the attention of Japan 
to the discreditable variance between its 
professions and its practice and suggest a 
modification of the hatter,

NEW ZEALAND RAILROADS. 

Chicago, July 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Your editorial in Saturday’s TRIBUNE show- 
ing that the freight rates in this country 
are one-fourth those of New Zealand ts quite 
interesting to the writer, who has had busi- 
ness experjencein that country. 

The prevailing impression here is that New 
Zealand is a modern Utopia—is a perfectly 
governed country. Ita officials and agents 
are busy extolling the benefits of govern- 
ment ownership as practiced in that country. 
Chance visitors who tpend a few hours or 
days there and can experience nothing of the 
workings of that government come away 
with the idea that the system of govern- 
ment is as lovely as the country they have 
seen. The former premier, Richard Siddon, 
was put in vower years ego »y the labor 
element. He bullt up a political machine 
that kept him «n power unt{! Sis feath s- 
cently. Sosupreme wae he that he was called 
King Dick. The king is dead, but his system 
survives, 

New Zealand consists of two long and nar- 
row islands with important towns on the 
coast, Fortunately the people tan reach 
these by steamers and do not have to de- 
pend on the railways. The railway services 
is poor because government owned, and there 


| is no competition. The »hoat service ts good 

because owned by corporations competing 
with one another, and in order to make a 
profit they must conduct their business on 
modern business principles. 

The government is not worried about prof- 
its. It does not have to make them. To 
inland places only reached by its road if you 
are not satisfied you can walk. To coast 


size ofthe locomotives compared with ours 
would excite amusement I think their rate 
igs fifteen miies an hour. 

An important gold mine which had built up 
a town of 5.000 people was sixteen miles 
distant from the railway. All goods had to 
be hauled over mountains at considerabie 
expense. The government started to extend 
the railway. The people were impatient et 
the continued delay in its completion and 
ocmplained consjantly. Steam shovels, rock 
drills, .and other machinery would have 
greatly expedited the work. The government 
refused to use them. “ Why, that would de- 
prive many men of employment. Our object 
is to create as much work as possible.” A 
man remarked: “Instead of pick and shovel, 
why not give them spoons? Thig would 
greatly inorease the force.’’ 

Reports have been circulated here that the 
New Zealand government owns the street 
car lines. This is ngt the case in Auckland, 
the largest city, hence the service is good; 
and I do not think other town lines are mu- 
nicipally owned, but are conducted by private 
companies for profit. 

From my experience in New Zealand I am 
not an advocate of the I. M. O. doctrine here.

Sir Edgar Speyer wae born in New York 
as the son of Gustavus Speyer and is a 
brother of James Speyer, the well known 
banker of New York. The Speyers have 
been prominentin Hebrew finance, especialty 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main, ever, siice the 
end of the sixteenth century. In 1691 Mi- 
chael Speyer was the elected head of the 
Jewish community there. One of Ms sons 
was a special representative of the entire 
Jewish population of Germany to the court 
and government at Vienna. Another mem~ 
ber of the family was the “ factor’ or prin- 
cipal purchasing agent of the {mperita! court 
in the eighteenth century; and In 1702, when 
the French revolutionary general, Cuetine, 
brought three leading citizens of Frankfort 
to Mayence as hostages to guarantee the pay~- 
ment of the war tax that he had tmposed, 
one of them was Isaac Michael Speyer, the 
banking agent of the court of Vienna. 

Sir Edgar’s father and uncle were the first 
members of the family to settle in America. 
where they founded the banking house of 
Speyer & Co., New York. Sir Edgar hes 
achieved a good deal of prominence in Lon- 
don as a banker and asa financier. But the 
baronetcy has been conferred upon him more 
particularly in recognition of his extensive 
philanthropy, which has found expression 
in many ways and which has had the effect 
of commending him in a particular manner 
to Queen Alexandra.

Announcement of the marriage next month 
at Madrid of Consuelo, daughter of Count 
and Countess Casa Valentia, to the young 
marquis Quiros serves to recall the fact that 
both the father and mother of the bride are 
well known in America, the countess, in- 
deed, having been born ifn this country, 
where her father, the old marquis de la 
Puente, wae stationed for Many years as 
Peruvian minister. The marquis’ two daugh- 
ters may be said to have spent thelr entire 
girlhood at Washington, the elder of the two 
subsequently becoming the wife of Canovas 
del Castilo, who was assassinated as Spanish 
ish premier on the eve of the war with the 
United States, his widow being afterwards 
created a duchess by the queen regent. She 
died without a will, most of her wealth 
going to her aister, the Countess Casa Valen- 
tia. 

The count de Casa Valentia also spent 
several years at Washington as secretary 
of the Spanish legation, being known in those 
days as the vicomte del Fonton. S8tnce then 
he has been ambassador in London, at Rome, 
and in Berlin, while his Nterary and artistic 
efforts have won for him a membership of 
the Royal Academy of Spain.

Barn Complaints 


Inspection of “Breathing Spots’? in’ 
Congested Districts “Inspires Mem- 
bers to Urge Increase in Appro- 
priation — Bathing Beaches and 
Houses Visited and Need of These 
Becomes Apparent--One New Place 
Will Be Ready in One Month. 


Pe the result of an inspection of municipal 
bathing beaches and small parks yesterday 
by the special park commission the city coun- 
cil is to be asked for a large increase in. the 
appropriation for city “ breathing spots” in 
the congested districts. 

Ald. Bennett, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, was asked to accompany the expedi- 
tion, but declined at the last moment. D. It. 
Perkins, George L. Pfeiffer, John L. Hamil- 
ton, Max Beutner, and Arthur O'Neill com- 
prised the party. 


Visit City “Breathing Spots.” 

The first visit was made to the Marshal 
Sweeney playground on Polk street, east 
of Halsted, which has been taken over re- 
cently from Hull house. The Sampson play- 
ground at Fifteenth and Loomis streets was 
inspected and found to be in readiness for 
the formal opening next Saturday night. The 
party then went to the new Walker bathing 
beach at Twenty-sixth street and the lake 
and to the beach at Seventy-ninth street. 

We need a dozen more parks for the 
river districts,”’ said Secretary O’ Neill, “‘ and 
will attempt to get the council to provide 
them. The parks that are open now have 
added a great deal to the pleasure of the peo- 
ple. The children ought to have some place 
beside the streets. We have spent $5.000 this 
year in new bathing beaches, but there ought 
to be more of them.”’ 


Pick Bathing House Site. 

Ald. Harris announced that the site for the 
new bathing house in the Ninth ward had 
been fixed at Union and O’Brien streets, just 
across the stréet from the Foster school.

This site was picked out by a commission 
consisting of Ald. Harris and representatives 
of the Maxwell street and Booth House set- 
tlements.. It takes In the neighborhood of 
five public schools, with no park within a 
mile, Ald. Harris said he expected that the 
finance committee would set aside the money 
to start the building this week and that ina 
month it would be finished. 


DIFFERENCES WIDEN BETWEEN 
BARTZEN AND FIELD COMPANY. 


Conferees Seeking a Compromise Be- 
tween City and Corporation Fails to 
Reach Agreement. 


The “ strained " relations between Building 
Commissioner Bartzen and Vice President 
James Simpson of Marsha!! Field & Co. be- 
came more pronounced yesterday, when a 
conference was held to effect a py hake a 
over the violations of-the building law in the 
Field retail store. 

As a consequence, nothing was accom- 
plished except the promise of more trouble. 
Mr. Bartzen sat throughout the conference 
glowering at the young manager, and Mr. 
Simpson, suave and courteous, ignored Mr. 
Bartzen’s unfriendly overtures. 

Beside Mr. Bartzen and Mr. Simpson, As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Leon Hornstein, 
Deputy Inspector Peters, Fire Marshal Ho- 
ran, J. F. Glidden, and Edward M. Teall of 
the fire underwriters. Arthur Hawxhurst, 
insurance man for Marshall Field & Co., 
and David M. Yates, superintendent, were 
present. The conference was held in the 
linen display room. 

Mr. Hawxhurst was chief spokesman for 
the Field company. 

“These buildings are among the safest 
in the city.”’ he said. “‘ We have improved 
on the building laws and all we want todols 
to have the matter go over until the council 
meets oh Sept. 24, when we will try to have 
an amendment to the law exempting us from 
the ordinary specifications and putting us in 
a class by ourselves.”’

FULTON ELEVATOR TO GO; 
LANDMARK ON WEST SIDE. 


Old Structure at Kinzie and Canal 
Streets and Another Adjoining to 
Give Place to Railway Freighthouse. 


The old Fulton elevator, one of the land 
marks in the warehouse district in Chicago, 
ig to be torn down to make room for a freight- 
heuse for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad. The building was erected at 
Kinzie and Canal streets almost fifty years 
ago and was named after the inventor of the 
steamboat. 

The first owners were Munn & Scott. From 
their hands the building passed to Munger, 
Wheeler & Co., and then to what was known 
as the English syndicate. The Railways Ter- 
minal Elevator company purchased the struc- 
ture and the St. Paul railroad company finally 
was forced to acquire the property. For the 
last few years the elevator has been ustdfcr 
the overfiow of the Armour elevators. As 
an elevator it is practically worthless now 
because of its age and old fashioned design. 

The St. Paul elevator, which is not quite 
so old and which stands next to the Fulton, 
is to be torn down also.

Vanenna Stuck on a Shoal. 

Neva came in a half hovr later, and at 
6:30 the unlucky Vanenna, which had gone 
on to the Skilligilee shoal, thirty-one miles 
east of here, last evening at 7:25 p. m., when 
hours in the lead, sailed into the haven with 
a desperately disappointed erew aboard.

The protest ensuing on the discrimination 
of southwestern roads in favor of flour as 
compared with wheat, Kansas City to Chi- 
cago, is growing.

The lat- 
ter, it seems, is a disturbing factor ané diffi- 
cult to be whipped into line.

Professional traders douvt the ability of 
the prices to hold the high level which has 
been gained in the last two days, claiming 
that the rise was caused only by the cover- 
ing of short® and that it will drop again 


when they are filled. 


It wag only with the most extreme caution 
that purchases were made at the higher level 
established at the opening and these gains 
were mostly lost in the subsequent uncertain 
fluctuations. 

News was little regarded, but there was 
some response to revived rumors regarding 
various stocks. Amalgamated Copper and 
Southern Pacific were responsive to gossip 
of intended increase of divdends. A coming 
meeting of St. Paul directors gave occasion 
for repetition of many versions of the sup- 
posed plan to finance the Pacific coast exten- 
sion, and the Hill stocks once more moved 
on account of the ore lands deal. 

There was some confusion as to the present 
situation in the gold import movement, due 
in part to contradictory reports. of the actual 
amounts secured yesterday. Cabled reports 
from London pointed to $2,000,000 or up- 
wards, but confirmation could be had of only 
$1,500,000 from New York bankers.
